year for army-controlled schools. 

Gomez, in a 2,000-word veto mes- 
sage, w that such a law would 
lead to fascism.

MOSCOW, April 11.—A call for 
the formation of a world-wide stu- 
dent bureau to help the students 
of Spain in the fight against fas- 
cism was issued last night by the 
students of the Thermodynamic 
Institute of Moscow. 

The call was unanimously voted 
at a special Evening held yesterday 
at the institute. 

Among those on the platform 
were Ramon Diestro, member of a 
Spanish Government air force 
bombing squadron; members of the 
Spanish embassy, representatives of 
the Commissariat of Foreign Af- 
fairs, of the executive council of 
the Young Communist Interna- 
tional, the All-Union Society for 
Cultural Relations with Foreign 
Countries.

Bread in Ohio 
» “Let em have it!” shouted Sheriff San- 
dusky. — 


And his men proceeded to give an ex- 
hibition of sadistic brutality run riot, club- 
bing and punching 80 unemployed workers 
who for three days had been conducting a 
peaceful sitdown strike in the State House 
at Columbus, Ohio. 


“An orgy of sordid brutality,” is how the 
Columbus Citizen characterizes this attack 
on the sitdowners. 


“Fists were smashed into the faces of 
men and women indiscriminately, and with 
little provocation,” writes the Cleveland Free 
Press. 


For this outrageous assault on peaceful 
American citizens Governor Davey is direct- 
ly responsible. After hypocritically invit- 
ing the Workers Alliance unemployed dele- 
gation to stay in the State House and pro- 
viding them with food, he suddenly, without 
any warning, issued orders to throw them 
out. 

What followed was a revolting saturnalia 


‘of savagery such as Ohio has rarely seen. 


Workers were knocked unconscious, some 
were beaten so badly that they had to be 


taken to the hospital, one young girl was 


stripped half-naked—all in the name of “law 
and order.” 

The attack on the Workers Alliance dele- 
gation was a fitting climax to Governor 
Davey’s starve-the-poor program. With the 
last miserable relief funds about to be ex- 
‘hausted, this Liberty League Democrat’s 
solution of the relief problem is to have the 
National Guard establish soup kitchens 
throughout the state. 

It was in protest against this program 
of militarized starvation that the unem- 
ployed delegation, representing tens of thou- 
sands of workers, came to the state capitol. 
They came to demand an end to the gover- 
nor's criminal stooging for the Chamber of 
Commerce. They came to advocate passage 
of the Ohio Relief Standards Bill, sponsored 
by the Workers. Alliance, which would pro- 
vide 850,000,000 a year through progressive 
taxation of high income. 

The Ohio Workers Alliance has an- 
nounced its determination to continue the 
fight for adequate relief.

few hours. 

They also cleverly spread the word 
around that the little upholsterer was the 
man and got the newspapers to whip up a 
lynch spirit, so that at the funeral of his 
murdered wife and daughter Gedeon re- 
ceived a warm welcome from a mob of 1,000 
who threatened him with violence. 


Incidentally, only the Daily Worker 
refrained from convicting Joseph Gedeon 
at a time when the police themselves knew 
he was innocent. And only the Daily 
Worker published the full text of the offi-. 
cial medical repert which details the 
brutal torture to which Gedeon was sub- 
jected. .

The Japanese-fascist 
militarists are fully aware of this fact; and do not 
think that this condition can long continue. They 
therefore, count not on their own strength, but on 
their opponents’ disunity. They picked the moment 
when they felt that their opponents were most divided.

The return of the Hayashi government, as the re- 
sult of the failure of the victory of a single party, 
would not be a move to imminent Fascism in Japan. 
The role of the Hayashi cabinet is succinctly described 
in a document I have just received from Japan, which 
says, of Premier Hayashi's political function: 

“The mission of the present (Hayashi) cabinet is 
to prepare, under the pretext of ‘adhering to the con- 
stitutionalism peculiar to Japan, and of ‘avoiding too 
radical a change all at once,’ a pathway for the fas- 
cist-military dictatorship legally; while at the same 
time, trying to avoid as much as possible, the further 
sharpening of the contradictions within the ruling 
class,” 

But instead of lessening the contradictions within 
the ruling class it has been the fate of the Hayashi 


cabinet to intensify them.

“put down” on an instrument. Instruments and instruction are free 
to every child in the USS. R. And every child who shows ability can 
climb to the sky in music. 

There are school contests and regional contests at regular intervals 
and the child musicians who prove outstanding are sent to the 
Moscow Conservatory. A parent or guardian goes along with them, 
and they are housed in an apartment at the expense of the state. 
They begin studying at the conseryatory on an allowance of 300 rubles 
a month, This increases as the student progresses. 

Young pianists are presented with grand pianos; violinists 
with fine violins and so with all the other forms of music. The 
Soviet Union has a collection of rare arid fine instruments, taken 
over from the nobility. These are now given over to Russia's 
young musicians. 

In addition to the schopl and regional contests, the Ministry of 
Education each year sends a commission into the rural regions to 
discover any talent that may have been overlooked. 

Once a year there's a concert at the Moscow Conservatory for the 
young students who play with the Symphony Orchestra. Tickets for 
this concert aren't sold. They tre awards of merit and go to students 
and shock: workers.

When the suckers shell out to see a fixed wrestling match they rate 
mo sympathy. They've been warned—and they're either dumb enough 
to deserve being swindled, or just out to see the grunters emote for 
the hell of it. 

That's not vicious. 

But when you announce something as a “Milk Fund” fight, and en- 
list support from people who think that some undernourished babies 
may actually get some milk out of it—and forget the milk—I say you're 
fithy and contemptible and not fit to sully thé American sports scene. 
, In brief, you're William Randolph Hearst. 


Even the Typewriter Knows! 


E Hearst Mak Fund Fights are so biataritly phony that any 

sensitive typewriter automatically hits a pair of quotes and unquotes 

around the word “milk,” just as they do around words like “loyal” 
workers and Italian “volunteer” so'diers. 

The affairs are run as many times a Lear as the conscience allows 
and the boys think they can get away with. Hearst's rags drum up 
the publicity in high pressure style with the emphasis on “milk.” A 
few prominent and too-busy-to-investigate personalities are obtained to 
make the thing look good to the public. 

The Hearst sports writers have a grand picnic. Seventy-five dol- 

lar a week jobs are tossed around gleefully for sitting at a desk an hour 
& week. In the last of the affairs, the son of the sports editor of the 
Journal held down one of these gravy jobs. 
* And here's the payoff. Careful investigation has disclosed that 
not ONE of the many milk stations in the city of New York ever re- 
ceived any milk or money for milk after these “milk” fund fights. A 
reasonable time of three weeks was set to allow for red tape. 


Maybe He Doesn't Know 


UT how can you indict Hearst for that?” ask some. “Surely you 
don't think he personally would risk such a swindle for a little 
money?” 

Well I personally think that HE personally ten’t above any such 
swindle, but that’s not the point. Conceivably the Emperor of San Si- 
méon is too busy thinking up schemes for preserving and enlarging his 

* ill-gotten millions to bother about what smaller swindles are perpe- 
trated by his employes. 

And conceivably General Franco isn’t personally to blame for every 
Spanish woman and child blasted to bits by his imported mercenary 
fascists.
